BRITISH REVENUE. 


CUSTOMS AND EXCISE 
GREAT RISE. 
——---b ---- 
INCOME TAX RECEIPTS 
SMALLER. 


The total British ordinary revenue from 
April 1 to December 24 was £395,588,517, 
being £13,945,936 more than in the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

Customs and Excise receipts last week 
were £6,802,000. The total so far. this 
financial year stands at £219,062,000, against 
£189,328, last. year, an increase of 
4.29.734,000. The estimate for the year was 
4£300,000,000, so there “is” a balance of 
480,938,000 to be made up in a little over 
thvee months. 

Inland revenue from April 1 amounts to 
£146,521,000, a decrease of £4,742,000 com- 
pared with last year. By April 1 next there 
must be a balance of £280,479,000 to make 
up the Budget estimate of £427,000,000. 
During the next three months the bulk of 
the year’s income tax will be paid. 

Income tax so far this year has yielded 
£64,541,000, compared with £72,103, in 
the corresponding period last year. Last 
week there were income -tax payments 
amounting to £574,000. 

Estate, etc., duties so far this year at 
£55,930,000, are £8,030,000 above last year. 

EXPENDITURE. 

From April 1 to December 24 the total 
ordinary expenditure was £554,905,085, 
against £564,834,056 in the corresponding 
period last year. The deficit to December 
24 is £192,629,322. The accounts bring in 
the payment to America of £28,956,349 under 
the trie of expenditure chargeable against 
revenue, This additional expenditure was 
not provided for in the original Budget 
estimate, 

The Chantellor of the Exchequer has ex- 
plained that he anticipates savings in respect 
of the Sinking Fund estimate of £32,000,000 
and also in respect of the charge for interest 
and management of the National Debt.

HE Manx “House of Keys has adopted

under licences issuable by the Governor, and 
to ‘be issued only when a scarcity of Manx 
stock is shown to exist. ~ 


STORE CATTLE. 


Mr. J. D. Qualtrough, who represents 
Castletown in the Keys, suggested that the 
prohibition should not apply to store cattle 
for twelve months, so as to allow of an oppor- 
tunity for the island’s cattle stocks to te 
built up. | 

He was frankly of the opinion that at 
the present time the Isle of Man could not 
win its own reguirements in regard to fat 
cattle. . 

Mr. Richard Cain, the leader of the Manx 
Party, and who was in charge of the bill, 
averred that the farmers of the island could 
supply every ounce of meat which was con- 
sumed on the isiand. ‘They only wanted to 
be assured of a market for their cattle after 
they had produced them. 

It was decided to strike out pigs and

No attempt had 
been made to light the fuse 

Recently a bomb exploded in the grounds 
of the Cairo Residency, the quarters of the 
High Commissioner, Sxr Percy Loraine, and 
Lady Loraine. i 

Little damage was done by the explosion, 
but the noise caused some consternation In 
the residential quarter of Kasrel Doubar, 
where many British officials and Army officers 
live. 

During the course of the year three other 
bombs of similar pattern have been found 
near the houses or grounds of prominent 
Egyptian politicians—one at the house of the 
Prime Minister, another at the house of the 
President of the Shaab Party, and a third 
near the Zafaran Palace, where the Prime 
Minister was entertairing representatives ol 
the British community to dinner.

SERIOUS position is arising among 
A farmers in Northern Ireland. The low 
wwices which they have been able to 
obtain for their cattle and produce this year 
has placed them in a difficult position, and fol- 
lowing several yexrs of poor prices, they have 
not been able to accamulate any surplus. 
Comsequently a demand has arisen in the 
North for a moratorium in regard to the 
payment of land annuities, cr some other 
method of reduction or postponement which 
would enable them to “carry on ” until the 
industry has reached more porsperous condi- 
Lions. 

Several questions were asked on the sub- 
ject in the Northern Parliament recently, and 
it was pointed out there that, as the land 
annuities formed part of the financial settle- 
ment under the 1920 Act, that the Northern 
Parliament had no power to discuss them, 
and that any rearranzement was a matter for 
the British Parliament. This, however. has 
not satisfied the farmers, and several branches 
of the Farmers’ Union have declared their 
intention to stop paying the land annuities 
until the Government receives a deputation 
from the Farmers’ Union, and shows a disposi- 
tion to consider seriously the precarious posi- 
tion in which many farmers are at present. 

This has brought matters to a head, and as 
there was every indication of the revolt 
spreading the Government has agreed that the 
Prime Minister and the Minister for Finance 
should. receive a deputation of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union early in the new year. What 
proposals of a practical character will be 
submitted it is difficult to say, but it is ex- 
pected that the Farmers’ Union representa. 
tives will press again for a suspension of the 
payments of the annuities, so that the 
farmers will be able to throw all their re- 
sources into the fight to win back prosperity 
for agriculture. : 

As the annuities, however. form a definite 
portion of Northern Ireland finances under 
the Act, and are earmarked for specific pur- 
poges, a difficulty would arise in granting 
merely a suspénsion. 


A PROPOSAL. 


Some of those who have been considering 
the whole Subject, however, are of the 
opinion that a greater amount of elasticity 
should be adopted in regard to land annuity 
payments, and that farmers who are in a posi- 
tion to do so should be permitted to pay off 
their annuities and become owners of the land 


at an eariler date, in the same wav as anvone | 


can who is purchasing a house through a 
buuding society, : 

By such a scheme it would be possible 
without interfering with the average total 
amount received in annuities, to permit 
farmers who have paid more than the stan. 
dard figure, or others, to make a smaller pay- 
ment of annuities during a period of 
depression, 

It is understood that the Government are 
considering a proposal of this character. 
although it is admitted that for the success 
of such a scheme there would require to be 
a return of general prosperity first to the 
agricultural industry.

The 50-cent 
denomination is chocolate brown in colour, 
and its principal design is a monument 
showing an eagle with fully-spread wings, 
above which several aeroplanes are flying.

The 75-cent stamp, orange in colour, is 
even more attractive.

“YCount! Pelier House. 


The building on Mount Pelier, known as i 


the “ Hell Fire Clab,” has always been 
recarded as a good “' objective ” by week- 
end ramblers, but I imagine that a good 
many of those who climb to the summit 
miss the more interesting ruin on the 
northern slope of the hill. Mount Pelier 
House, popularly known as ‘“ Dolly 
Monroe’s,’’ is a symmetrical two-storey 
building with arched gateways and exten- 
sions on either side, terminating at each 
end in high embattled towers. Only the 
skeleton of this fine edifice remains, but 
there are still which indicate its 
former magnificence. Built as a hunting 
lodge by Henry Loftus, Earl of Ely, about 
the middle of the eighteenth century, 
Mount Pelier House has always been 
popularly associated, not so much with 
that nobleman, as with his niece, Dol!y 
Monroe, one of the most celebrated 
beauties of her day. The house was 
originally surrounded by a dense grove of 
trees, with an opening to the north to 
admit the beautiful view of Dublin and 
the coast-line. These trees suffered the 
fate of many other forests in Ireland; 
they were cut down,. without any arrange- 
ments having been made for re-planting, 
after the house had been vacated by its 
original owners. 


Ghe Mad Maijor. 


Many vears ago, when Mullingar was 
the headquarters of the Fiftieth Foot, 
better known as the Dirty Half Hundred 
—why, I do not know—one of the most 
famous characters in the town was the so- 
called Mad Major. All sorts of stories 
have been told in that locality about this 
gallant officer; all of them agree in their 
awed respect for his amazing command of 
“language.’’ One very popular story 
concerns the Mad Major and the beggars 
of Mullingar; at that time it seems that 
the town was infested with beggars, all of 
them importunate. For three days the 
Major refused to go out into the street,

Fashions in Furniture. 


_ It occurred to me recently; while stroll- 
ing past the second-hand furniture shops 
on the quays, that tne sideboards, dining 
tables, ete., of the Victorian era must be 
far too unwieldy for use in the modern 
bungalow residence. Most of the new 
houses are designed with a view to 
economy of space; their rooms are con- 
structed to accommodate the wireless set 
rather than the grand piano. The pic 
tures in favour forty or fifty years ago 
would also be incongruous in such sur- 
roundings, and. [ imagine this is the 
reason why a large art firm in London 
recently scrapped a hundred thousand en- 
gravings, many of which wore originally 
placed on the market at ten to fifteen 
guineas each. Well-known works, once 
considered essential to doctors’ and den 
tists’ waiting rooms. such as Frith’s 
“ Railway Station,” have been sacrificed. 
From the dealer’s point of view an even 
more cogent rea:on for this drastic action 
was to prevent the pictures from being 


put on the market at ridiculously low 
prices, thus depreciating the value of other 
pictures. It is estimated that the print- 
ing and paner of these engravings alone 
cost originally £40,000. Indeed, it would 
appear that the grand pianos, iron beds, 
sofas, massive sideboards, and steel en- 
gravings on which our forefathers set such 
store are al¥ being relegated to the same 
lumber room), waiting, ‘perhaps, to be re- 
discovered some day as “ antiques.”’ 


An Earlu Coniuror. 


I have. just been reading a facsimile of 
the poster, with which, in 1781, the man 
who called himself Don Diego Deceptio 
Vicus from Lapland, prepared the way for 
his entertainmént in an Irish city.

PANTOMIME AT THE CAPITOL. 


New ground has been broken by Mr. T. C. 
Reddin at the Capitol, Dublin, by the pro- 
duction of a full-size pantomime in ninety-five 
minutes. It is the first time that pantomime 
has been presented at this spacious and well 
appointed theatre, and to judge by the large 
attendances at yesterday's performances the 
venture is likely to prove highly successful. 
The story of Sinbad’s quest tor the Diamond 
Valley, and the efferts of the Old Man of the 
Sea to prevent any mortal from getting th. 
treasure, is kept well to the fore in the scenes 
in this delightful production. Everything 
that elaborate lighting, new scenery and 
attractive costumes can do to provide an 
appropriate background for the adventures 


of Sinbad, on his voyage of discovery to a 
distant land, is done by the Capitol Theatre 
management. ° 

At the outset there is a battle of wits 
between the Fairy Spirit of Adventure 
(Kathleen McCully), whose song, ' Song of

The 
art of Sinbad is taken by Dave Davis, who 
ooks a typical seeker after adventure. These 
two characters sing a topical duet, which goes 
down well. Neil McKay and Jack Butler, as 
two Jolly Sailors, provide most of the knock- 
about fun. They sing and dance well, and 
generally do the simplest things in a way that 
causes laughter. Kitty Hogan is sufficiently 
haughty as Princess Fatima. The dancing of 
the Capitol Paramount Girls is a feature in 
itself, especially worthy of note being Balloon 
Ballet and the March of the Guards From 
start to finish the pantomime goes with a 
great swing, and is well worth seeing.

“Treasure Island,’’ Robert Louis Steven- 
son’s story of hidden treasure, which has

Mr. Murray s 
play, ‘ Michaelmas Eve,” was presented by 
the Abbey Company during the summer 
season, and was claimed by many to be one 
of his best dramas. ( ertainly & has lost 
nothing of his skill in character-. awing, and 
“Michaelmas Eve’’ is a worthy addition to 
the: Abbey’s large stock of peasant plays. 

‘All's Over, Then ?” Mr. Robinson's play, 
was written in the clear and easy style that 
we associate with him, but was too melo- 
dramatic in theme to be a really satisfying 
piece of work. 

The competition organised by the Abbey 
directors was an excellent idea for bringing 
fresh talent to light, but, although it at- 
tractd a large number of entrants, it did not 
succeed in unearthing any new dramatist of 
importance. The first prize was shared by 
Miss Teresa Deevy and Mr. Paul Carroll, 
neither of whom is a newcomer to the stage. 
Miss Deevy’s play, “ Temporal Powers,’ has 
considerable merit, while Mr. Carroll’s, 
‘Things that are Caesar’s,’’ was included in 
the company’s American repertoire, and has 
been very favourably received. It is also to 
be presented at the London Arts Theatre 
early in the year. 


ABBEY SECOND COMPANY, 


Fortunately, although the principal Abbey 
performers left ug eariy in the autumn, the 
second company has carried on since then, 
and has given performances almost every 
week. The cast is stil a little inexperienced, 
but has improved greatly since the first pro- 
duction, while several of its members (Ann 
Clery and Dorothy Clement in particular) 
have done very good work. 

A number of new plays have been pre- 
sented within the last few months, and, with 
one exception, they all had something to re- 
commend them. Mr. Peadar O'Donnell s 
“ Wrack ’’ probably attracted the greatest at- 
tention. It is a powerful drama of life on 
the Atlantic coast, and the dialogue reminds 
one of Synge in its  picturesqueness and 
colour. ‘‘The Big Sweep” (by M. M. Bren- 
nan, author of “Fhe Young Man from Rath- 
mines’’) was a cheerful, though unpretentious, 
comedy with a topical flavour, while Mr. A. 
P Fanning’s oné-act play, ‘Vigil,’’ was a good 
study of the Civil War period. ‘‘ Sheridan's 
Mills,” by Norman Webb, and “The 
Mating of Shan McGhie,’’ by T. H. Stafford, 
also were produced for the first time by the 
company. The Belfast Repertory Theatre 
during their week's visit in October pre- 
sogted ** Workers,”’ a drama of Ulster Ife, 
by a promising new author, Thomas Carn- 
duff, and, more recently, Mr. Basil Gill and 
his company pre “The Wild Man.” 
The number of new plays presented in this 
short period has, indeed, been well above the 
average, 


THE GATE THEATRE. 


Turning to the Gate Theatre, we find a con- 
sistentiy nigh level of achievement during the 


year, and there is no doubt that the company } 


has added to a reputation which already was 
good. . The Gate had a hard struggle to 
establish itself in Dublin, but it has definitely 
turned the corner now, and the empty seats 
of a few years ago are no longer in evidence. 
A great deal of the credit for this must be 
put down to care in the production; the Gate 
shows vary in merit, but they never give the 
impression of being slackly prepared, while 
the lighting and staging have reached a very 
high standard, 

The Gate always has been catholic in its 
tastes, and plays produced in 1932 have covered 
a wide range. Though native drama is by 
no means neglected, there is an “ inter- 
national ’’ flavour in the theatre’s policy, and 
it takes its material from any age. or 
country. It has not been afraid to put on 
good plays merely because they happen to be 
a little abstruse, and this flattering esti-

Meriel Moore is perhaps 
the best of the actresses, and gives the im- 
pression that she will improve still further 
with experience, but Coralie Carmichael also 
has given some ane pele What the 
Gate seems to need at present is a comic 
actor of Barry Fitzgerald's stamp—all the 
other elements are well catered for. 


THE GAIETY THEATRE. 


The Gaiety secured a number of good plays. 
the chief atraction, of course, being the visit 
of the D’Oyly Carte Opera Company during 
the summer. Dublin has not yet lost 
its taste for Gilbert and Sullivan, 
and it is with regret that one hears of the 
approaching retirement of Sir Henry Lytton, 
whose visits to Ireland always are eagerly 
awaited. Ann Croft, Sara Allgood and Irene 
Vanbrugh were among the other artistes who 
have acted at the theatre during the last 
twelve months, while Miss Phyllis Monkman 
is now appearing in the Christmas pantomime. 

The Gaiety’s programme included Sir 
Frank Benson’s Shakespearean Company, the 
Carl Rosa Company, “The Chocolate 
Soldier,’’ “ The Barretts of Wimpole Street,”’ 
“The Good Companions,’ “ Lilac Time,”

DRAMA LEAGUE, 


The most important thing that has 
happened with regard to the amateur stage 
has been the formation of a National Drama 
League, somewhat on the lines of the similar 
body in Great Britain. CM ae first took 
shape in July, after the Tailteann Games 
competitions, when a meeting "Tie. t. 
of the chief amateur bodies was held at the 
Gate Theatre. Since then the work of 
organisation in the various districts has been 
going forward, though naturally it will be 
some time before any concrete results are 
apparent. 

Judging by the success of the idea in 
Great Britain, one may expect a considerable 
revival in the amateur drama before long, 
especially in the country areas, The ad- 
vantage of having a central body, and the 
stimulus provided by the various dramatic 
competitions which it is intended to hold, are 
too obvious to need emphasis. 


IN DUBLIN, 


As far as Dublin is concerned, amateur 
drama seems to be in a fairly strong posi- 
tion, and the standard of acting is tolerably 
high. This applies especially to the Father 
Mathew players, who gained such success in 
the Tailteann competitions, and one must not 
forget Miss Elizabeth Young and her com- 
pany, who gave a really good performance 
of Francois de Curel’s ' Dark Saint’’ a few 
weeks ago. Miss Young -herself is one of the 
most talented of amateur actresses, and it 1s 
a pity that she is not seen more frequently 
on the stage.

Your appetites must all be kept under re- 
straint. It is said—and it is said with truth 
~—that more people die of over-eating than of 
taking too much alcoholic liquor. More 
especially is this true of those who have 
passed middle-age. 

The great white scourge—which used to be 
tuberculosis—is now probably that disease 
of the circulatory system, which results in an 
unusually high blood pressure. Moderation 
in eating he drinking, and also in the taking 
of sufficient physical exercise to keep the 
body in a healthy condition, are the only 
means of preventing this prevalent disease. 
Probably worry has a great deal to do with 
it, but worry is a matter which is beyond 
the physwian’s power to cure. Worry seems 
to increase with the increased complexity of 
modern civilisation, and it seems to be im- 
possible, generally speaking, to avoid it. 


RULES TO FOLLOW. 


_ In conclusion, my advice for this new year 
8 :— 

See that you take sufficient exercise in the 
open air. 

See that vour holidays are taken advantage 
of for the purpose oí being in the open air 
as much as possible during the 24 hours. 

Do not partake of food more than four 
times a day at the outside, and do not com- 
pletely satisfy your appetite. Arise from the 
table whilst you feel you could take a little 
more with pleasure. Many people do them- 
selves very great injury by taking snacks 
between meals, 

If you feel out of sorts, consider whether 
this may not be due to some alteration in the 
routine of your life, and, if this is so, avoid 
doing what does you harm rather than resort 
to medicine. 

Remember, finally, that health depends 
upon a mode of life. The laws of health are 
quite simple. Follow them until they become 
a second nature, and then cease to think 
about health. A person who is constantly 
thinking about his health is in a morbid con- 
dition. Live a healthy life, think not of 
yourself, but of others, and, if you want to 
be secured as far as possible against the un- 
noticed development of disease, go to your 
doctor once a year for a thorough overhaul.

CHRISTMAS STAMPS. 


The Mint Stamp Company ,74 Grafton 
street, Dublin, submit to us, instead of new 
issues this week, various stamps specially 
issued for Christmas, with short notes at- 
tached.

THE TOLL OF DEATH. 


This year had taken a heavy toll of notable 
old Portora men. In January died Dean A. 


W. Haire-Forster, aged eighty-three, a loyal | 


and constant friend of the school to the end, 
and a fine representative of a type which 
had all but vanished. Soon afterwards Canon 
W. H. Scott, of Omagh, passed away at the 


age of ninety; J, Maxwell Boyle, aged eight +- 


seven, and more recently Homan 
Mulock, D.L., who entered the LC.S. in 
1869; Lieutenant-Colonel Sandford Moore. 
who came to Portora in 1858, and Dr. C. EE. 
Hetherington, of Derry, all in advanced old 
age. Colonel Sandford Moore, one of the 
earliest members of the O.P.U., had been 
styled the Father of the R.A.M.C., and for 
his services in the Franco-Prussian War of 
i870 had the rare distinction of being 
decorated both by the French and the 
Prussians. All those men, outstanding in their 
several ways, reached a ripe old age. 

But there was one to whose loss more than 
& passing reference was due, a great man 'iv 
any true standard of greatness—the late Dr. 
Louis Claude Purser—perhaps the most dis- 
tinguished scholar who had ever left 
Portora: (Hear, hear.) He loved Portora. 
and the very last letter he had ever penned 
contained a kindly reference to the schoul. 
In succession to Judge Gibson, he was presi- 
dent of the Old Portora Union and often 
visited the school. 
presided at their annual dinner in Dublin, 
His quick step, his alert mind, his freshness 
of interest in all things human, even football, 
made one forget that he was old. But it was 
not on his services to scliolarship, to his 
universitv, or to this school one wished to 
dwell. It was rather upon his personality. 
(Hear, hear.) It might be doubted if any 
Fellow of T.C.D. ever attracted more affection 
or helped more to sweeten life. Scholars 
everywhere were free of his aid and counsel. 
But his catholicity of helpfulness, not limited 
to scholarship, ignored all their common 
barriers, and the wide world over men must 
have felt genuine sorrow at his death. '“o 
some who, like himself, from boyhood onward 
knew him as an ever constant friend, "is 
loss brought something like the aclre 
of personal bereavement.

ERIOUS allegations were made at 
Raphoe District Court, before District 
~ dustce O’Haprahan yesterday, when 
Edward Curran, Raphoe, was charged with 
illiam O'Neill and G. 
ublic street, and with 
assaulting Guard Behan in the barrack on 
Christmas Eve. 


Guard William O'Neill gave evidence of. 


seeing the defendant staggering across the 
street, shouting and using filthy language. 
Accompanied by Guard G. O'Neill he went 
over to him and advised him to go home. 
He became abusive and rushed at them. He 
tried to kick them and also attempted to use 
his fists. 

The Guards drew their batons, with the in- 
tention of arresting Curran, but as they were 
afraid that the crowd of seventy ‘people 
might be hostile, they allowed two men to 
drag him away. He was led to the caravan 
in which he lived, and -there he used 
‘desperate language,’’ and made threats to- 
wards the Guards. He was subsequently 
arrested. 

Guard Behan, barrack orderly on Christmas 
Eve, said that when Curran was put into the 
cell he shouted continuously and used obscene 
language. He started to kick the wood. 
work, and the witness went into the cell and 
told him to take off his boots. He replied 
that he would not, and when the witness 
stooped to take them off Carran jumped 
up and struck him on the face and kicked 
him on the knees and abdomen. The wit- 
ness was treated by a doctor. He had been 
off duty since.

Trail of Failure in Latin 
and Greek. 


- 


A. Blaine, President of St. Nathy’s Col- 

lege, Ballaghaderreen,. Vo. Rosconnnon, 
said that a disturbing feature of last year's 
results was the erratic marking of examiners 
in Latin and Greek. On former occasions 
other subjects had suffered, notably, Mathe- 
matics, which received such drastic treat- 
ment over,a certain period that the subject 
had to be nursed back to its apparently 
healthy condition by half questions and other 
devices, 

“ is, indeed,’’ continued Canon Blaine, 
‘a matter for surprise that our experts in 
education do not succeed in formulating 
some fairly uniform system of assigning 
marks that might restrain examiners from 
playing the rdle of destroying-angels. Every 
teacher must, at all times, be prepared to ex- 
pect a certain amount of disappointment in re- 
sults of examinations; but the trail.of dis- 
aster that stretches through the columns 
headed “ Latin” and ‘‘ Greek ” in the Inter- 
mediate Certificate, 1932, has seldom been 
seen before in a list of examination results. 
A few fortunate schools, chiefly in Munster, 
scored splendid marks in Latin, and some 
also in Greek; but their fine achievement 
only tends to make more pronounced the 
general havoc elsewhere. 


INTELLECTUAL TRAINING.

done deserve to be given an explanation for 
this sudden collapse.

A mass of public opinion in the Free 
State will welcome Senator Vincent's 
cogent and candid letter which we print 
to-day. Almost certainly a general elec- 
tion will come in 1933—perhaps, in its 
early months—and, if that election con- 
firms President de Valera in office, the 
Free State’s doom will be sealed. Mr. 
Vincent warns the country that such a 
calamity is not impossible unless all the 
constitutional forces make haste to 
present a united front to the common 
danger. At present the two things which 
command success—unity and confidence— 
do not exist. The Farmers’ and Rate- 
payers’ League, a growing body, expects 
to win seats at the next election; even if 
Mr. Vincent’s view of its prospects is too 
favourable, it may be able, at least, to 
shatter the constitutional front. When 
Mr. Vincent says frankly that the 
Cumann na. nGaedheal Party has lost 
ground during recent months, he states an 
unpleasant truth. The fierce tests of 1952 
have revealed that Cumann na nGaedheal’s 
basis is too narrow, and some of its 
leaders have seemed .to subordinate 
national needs to personal animosity. Mr. 
Vincent’s ‘letter is an appeal for a new 
party which will inaugurate a new 
period of national co-operation. Its 
united policy ought to be an immediate 
settlement of the economic war with 
England, relief for the farmers, the aboli- 
tion of all crippling tariffs and the 
reduction of national taxation. 

The need of action—bold, broad and 
generous action—is almost desperately 
urgent. In the first place, it is probable 
that at the next general election Mr. de 
Valera will, seek a mandate for complete 
separation from the British Common- 
wealth. In the next place, another six 
months of the economic war will reduce 
the Free State to ruins, whether as a 
Dominion or as an independent republic. 
Most ominous of all her symptoms 
of decay are the increasing loss otf 
Britain’s good-will and the _ British 
farmer’s discovery that the Free State 
farmer is a rival who ought to be 
suppressed. For the English taxpayer, 
as for the Irish farmer, this is a 
mischievous discovery; but, if Mr. de 
Valera has his way, the mischief will not 
be disclosed in England until its results 
have become irreparable in the Free State. 
To-day an American example is full of 
warning for Ireland. The two Houses of 
Congress have passed bills which provide 
that the Philippine Islands shall receive 
full independence within the next ten or 
twelve years. These measures are in- 
spired by no exalted zeal for liberty. Their 
motive is that the Philippines shall be 
outside, rather than inside, the American 
wall, and that all Philippine products 
which compete with American products 
shall be excluded. Now the British farmer 
contemplates a similar treatment of the 
Free State by the Imperial Parliament. 
The new turn which his thoughts have 
taken is a direct and baneful result of 
Mr. de Valera’s policy. 

“ What the country needs now, at once, 
and for many years to come,” says Mr. 
Vincent, “is a new party on broader 
lines—a party that can be regarded by 
every man and woman as being a real 
National Party, membership of which will 
dissipate all old ideas of class and religion 
and generate a spirit of optimism and 
endeavour.’’ We agree with Mr. Vincent ; 
we believe that a majority of the Free 
State’s citizens will agree with him; and 
we believe that in this crisis they will 
turn hopefully to the country’s biggest 
man. That biggest man was ten years 
ago, and remains to-day, Mr. William T. 
Cosgrave. The national policy for which Mr. 
Vincent pleads is Mr. Cosgrave’s policy ; 
but the Cumann na nGaedheal Party stil! 
represents a limited outlook on affairs. 
It is burdened with bad, as well as good, 
legacies ; it requires from its supporters, 
if not a too specific adherence to certain 
principles, at least a too specific tradition 
of mind. If now Mr. Cosgrave will rise 
greatly to a great opportunity, he can 
form, and lead, a new party which, undér 
a new name, will dissolve old barriers 
and will unite all supporters of the Con- 
stitution, educated and uneducated, in an 
ordered and enthusiastic movement af pro- 
gress, It is certain that, if he will 
such a party, and will make an appeal 
for national support, the danger of any 
division of the constitutional forces will 
disappear instantly. An overwhelming 
public opinion will deal faithfully with 
any man who tries to put sectional 
interest before the nation’s need. We 
realise that breachts with custom and 
tradition would involve some sacrifice, but 
this crisis is a real test of patriotism for 
all good citizens. The essential fact is 
that only such a reorganisation of the 
constitutional forces as Mr. Vincent suz- 
gests, with its potent stimulus to united 
action, can guarantee the welfare and pro- 
gress—nay, the very existence—of the 
Irish Free State.

APPEAL.

FINANCIER NOT TO BE 
EXTRADITED. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
ATHENS, Tuesday. 


The Court of Appeal gave a verdict this 
evening against the extradition of Mr. 
Samuel Insull, the American financier, to 
the United States. 

Sensation was caused at the opening of 
the extradition proceedings here to-day 
when Mr. Insull’s counsel, Mr. Ladas, al- 
leged that 11 was only two months after 
the warrant for the arrest of Mr. Insull 
had been issued that depositions accusing 
Mr. Insvlf of fraud were taken. 

Mr. Ladas also laid before the Court 
an affidavit of Mr. MacCormick, one of 
the witnesses for the prosecution, which 
stated that there was no fraudulent in- 
tention on the part of Mr. Insull. 

The prosecution claimed that crime 
should be punished wherever committed, 
and that sufficient facts were to hand to 
justify the United States’ application for 
extradition. Greece should not be a coun- 
try where hospitality was offered to 
‘ criminals,’’ prosecuting counsel added. 

When the defence mentioned the philan- 
thropic work which Mr. Insull had done 
in America, Mr. Insull burst into tears. 

Mr. Insull has been indicted in Chicago 
on charges of larceny and embezzlement. 

The crowd in court cheered the financier 
when the verdict was announced. 

The Public Prosecutor, M. Peganakos, 
made a vivid verbal attack on the financier, 
calling him a thief, and referring to the 
companies in which he was concerned as 
being built with paper. 

M. Ladas replied with comments on the 
Public Prosecutor, and was ordered by the 
President of the Court to end his speech. 


M. Ladas protested, but the Court, after 


retiring, decided that the defence had 


spoken sufficiently.

BRITAIN’S NEW 
YEAR CHANGES. 


HEALTH INSURANCE 
BENEFITS. 


a 


NLY a fraction of the legislation passed 
() for Great Dritain by the National: 
Government will come into operation 

on January 1. The chief piece is the National 
Health Insurance and Contributory Pensions 
Act. 

Unemployment insurance is to be re 
modelled in one of the big bills of the coming 
ear, because the present scheme ends in 
ac but meanwhile this new Act brings 
important c' anges in health insurance. The 
total insured ulation has increased from 
about 12,500,000 when the scheme was 
inzugurated, to some 17,000,000 to-day. 
Since the inception of the scheme in 1912, to 
the end of 1931, a total of nearly £434,000,000 
was expended. 

Under the new Act the rate of sickness 
benefit for unmarried women is to remain 
unchanged at 12s, a week, but the rate of 
disablement benefit for such women is to be 
lowered from 7s. 6d. to 6s. a week. In the 
case of married women the rate of sickness 
benefit is reduced from 12s. to 10s. a week, 
and the rate of disablement benefit from 
7s. 6d. to 5s. a week—all on January 1. 
The tightening up of the scheme to prevent 
insolvency also concerns arrears. Since July, 
if-3, all crrears of contributions, due to 
genuine unemployment, have been excused 
without any loss of benefit to the insured 
person. The result has been to throw an 
excessive burden on the approved societies, 
but under the new Act it.is proposed that the 
regulations shall provide that in future those 
arrears shall only be excused to the extent 
of one half. Full benefits will be paid for 
5) contributions a year. Credit will be given 
for half the weeks of unemployment, and 
any shortage of contributions, after giving 
that credit and allowing for weeks excuse 
on account of sickness, will involve reduction 
in the rate of benefit for the ensuing year, 
beginning with 1934. 


UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE, 


An unemployed insured person under the 
National Health Insurawce Act, 1924, as 
amended in 1928, was given a period of free 
insurauce (for health and pensions purposes) 
of between eighteen months and two years, 
with possible further extensions in certain 
circumstances at reduced rates of benefit. 
Two further periods of extension of free in- 
surance of a year each were given by the 
Prolongation of Insurance Acts of 1950 and 
1931, the rights under the latter expiring on 
December 31, 1952. a 

The new Act extends until December 31, 
1935, the insurance of persons who would 
otherwise cease to be insured by reason of 
yrolonzed unemployment. Such persons will 
ave rension rights fully protected, and on 
the health insurance side they will be entitled 
to medical benefit. 

It is also provided that any persons who 
are thus kept in insurance until December 
ól, 1955, and who are still unemployed up to 
that date shall remain insured during the vear 
1954 for pensions purposes, but with no title 
to any health insurance benefits. Similarly, 
if unemployment continues throughout 1934, 
imsurance for pensions only will be continued 
till December ál. 1935. . 

The new Merchant Shipping (Safety and 
Load Line Convention) Act gives effect to an 
international convention concerning ships at 
sea and also to an international ad Line 
Convention of ga li can and amends the 
provision of the Merchant Shipping Acts, 
1894 to 1928 relating to satin steamers, 
life-saving appliances, wireless telegraphy, 
load lines, timber cargoes and other matters.

The 
West End was animated this evening, and 
the main thoroughfares around Piccadilly 
Circus were crowded by pleasure-seekers. 
The streets of the City of London even 
were lively with sightseers during the day 
—a most unusual sight on a holiday. 


International Air Services. 


Sir Eric Geddes, the Chairman of Im- 
perial Airways, left London to-day for 
Rome, where he will make a flying visit 
over the 8,000 miles London-Cape Town 
air route. The object of his journey to 
Rome is to discuss with the Italian 
authorities questions arising out of the 
operation of international air services. 
and, since there is no air service from 
London to Rome, he must go by train to 
join the African air service at Brindisi on 
Friday. Sir Eric Geddes remarked before 
leavng that the question of facilitating air 
transport in some of its international! 
aspects, which he was going to discuss 
in Rome, was one of the most important 
questions with which civil aviation had to 
deal. It was vital to air transport 
development on a widespread scale that 
restrictions and hindrances which have 
caused difficulties and delays should be 
swept aside, end that every facility should 
be accorded on an international basis to 
the passage of air trunk lines which, in 
their swift progress, had to pass over a 
number of different countries. 


New Laws. 


The Imperial Parliament passed a con- 
siderable number of laws during the year, 
but only a few will come into operation 
with the new year. The most important is 
the National Health Insurance Act, which 
deals mainly with the contributions made 
by men and women. The Chancel Repairs 
Act puts an end to the proceedings in 
ecclesiastical courts for, enforcing the 
liability of individuals to repair the 
chancels of churches. The Merchant Ship- 
ping Act gives effect to the decisions ol 
the International Convention for Safety at 
Sea, and of a similar convention on the 
load line, while it amends previous pro- 
visions in life-saving appliances, wireless 
telegraphy, timber cargoes and other 
matters. On New Year's Day the Ottawa 
Agreements (Importation of Meat) Order 
will come into force, and a licence from 
the Board of Trade will be needed b) 
any importer of foreign-produced frozen 
mutton and frozen or chilled beef. On 
January 1st all motor coaches must be 
provided with speedometers. 


The Level of Prices. 


Different countries are making efforts to 
bring the price of their commodities up to 
an economic level. In Brazil the planting 
of coffee will be prohibited for three years, 
and in India, Ceylon and the Dutch East 
Indies the output of tea will be restricted 
for a period of years, if negotiations now 
in progress lead to an agreement. There 
is a movement in the United States in 
favour of the erection of steel houses, in 
order to absorb that country’s steel out- 
put, and in Spain the cork-growers are 
pressing for a decree making it compulsory 
that a building eligible for the Govern- 
ment subsidy shall include cork slabs for 
the roofs and outside walls, Private houses 
using cork in their construction will have 
a 10 per cent. rebate in their taxes, which 
will be increased to 25 per cent. for the 
districts where cork is grown.

The 
Sergeant-at-Arms has been provided with 
a house outside St. Stephen's while he is 
exiled from his official residence. 


Christmas Hunting. 


_ Christmas hunting arrangements were 
interfered with to a serious extent by the 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease in 
several parts of England. One of the most 
important meets that was cancelled was 
that of the West Kent, arranged for St. 
Stephen's Day. A year ago this fixture 
attracted an unusually large attendance. 
and there were indications that it would 
have been as ap sere this year, if an out- 
break of cattle disease had not occurred a 
few days ago. It is expected that, if no 
further cases are reported, the scheduled 
radius of infection will be reduced to five 
miles next week, but for the present the 
Na. renignaney concerning the fifteen miles’ 
radius are being enforced rigidly.

| N the efforts that are being made to restore confidence all over the 

world, the discussion at a conference in Albany on Monday 
between Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Norman Davis, the well-known 
banker and chief United States delegate to the Disarmament Con- 
ference, of such subjects as the World Economic Conference, tariff 
readjustment, and the re-valuation of silver, is regarded as highly im- 


portant. 


Mr. Roosevelt expressed the opinion that the feeling of security

According to a statement made by Mr. Stimson, the United 
States Secretary of State, yesterday, the United States will insist on 
France meeting the instalment of her War debt which fell due in the 
present month before any new negotiations are opened with her. 


The Budget which Mr. Hoover has drawn up for the coming 
year contemplates an expenditure of £325,000,000 for military 


upkeep and development.

CONFIDENCE MEANS CREDIT.

‘We need disarmament,’’ said Mr. 
Davis during the conference with Mr. 
Roosevelt, “ to restore confidence, because 
confidence means credit, and credit is the 
dynamo of trade and commerce.’’ 

He added that when the Economic Con- 
ference meets in London early next sum- 
mer it will see what part of the agenda 
suits it, as no effective work can be done 
until its approval by the key nations. 

At one period of the conference Mr. 
Roosevelt recalled a conversation with 
Clemenceau during the peace negotiations 
in Paris in which the “ Tiger ” said that 
a guarantee of no war with Germany 
would constitute security for France. 

Mr. Davis replied that he observed a 
favourable change of attitude among the 
French people towards Germany, and be- 
lieved. that those working for disarma- 
ment would be able to abolish submarines, 
despite the objections of Japan and 
France. 

He urged a Franco-Italian naval accord 
in conformity with the London 'lreaty, and 
the outlawry of air bombs, poison gas, 
mobile heavy artillery and bombing aero- 
planes. 

Mr. Davis, who left Geneva at the begin- 
ning of the month, has recently been con- 
ferring with President Hoover and Mr. 
Stimson, the Secretary of State. 

Mr.. Roosevelt and Mr. Norman Davis 
also discussed War debts during their con- 
ference, but there is no indication that the 
President-Elect has changed the position 
he outlined in the recent correspondence 
between himself and President Hoover.

It is our conviction that mere 
provincial autonomy, by itself, will not be 
acceptable to the vast majority of «the 
political classes in India. On the assump- 
tion that the India Bill may be passed by 
Parliament towards the end of July, 
1933, we think that the constitution in the 
provinces can begin to function early in 
1934. 
“We think that the Federation should 
then be set up, and begin to work some 
time in 1935, if not sooner. We think 
that His Majesty's Government should in 
vite the Princes to notify, by a certain 
date in February or March, 1933, their 
willingness to join the Federation. The 
Federation can work without insisting 
that half the Indian States should join 
the Federation at the start. If no States 
should be ready to join the Federation, it 
would give rise to a new situation, and 
we should, in that case, assume that 
British India should be endowed with 
central responsibility. 


BANK PROBLEM. 


“ We are not satisfied that it is im- 
possible to establish a Federation without 
first establishing a Reserve Bank, and we 
think that interim provisions should be 
made to cover the period of time which 
may be required for the establishment of 
the bank. 

“ We should urge that the bank shoul: 
be based on sound financial foundations, 
and should be free from any political in- 
fluences in England or India, that its 
Governor and Deputy-Governor should be 
selected by the Governor-General, in con- 
sultation with his Ministers, out of a 
panel of names to be submitted by its 
directors, and that at least seventy-five 
per cent. of its capital should be raised in 
India. We think there should be real 
financial responsibility placed on the 
Finance Minister of the future. We 
cannot but feel that the nervousness that 
has been displayed as regards the capacity 
of Indians to manage their finances is 
not justified. 

“- As regards the service of the debt, we 
think that the British investor, like every 
other creditor, is entitled to claim that 
his securities should not be mpaired, and 
we do recognise that it might be necessary, 
during the period of transition, to arm the 
Governor-General with special power 
enabling him to intervene when, and only 
when, the security of the British, or, for 
that matter, of the Indian, investor is im- 
paired by any action of the Finance 
Minister. 

“We think that, after the establish- 
ment of the Reserve Bank, there is no 
need to require the previous assent of the 
Governor-General to the introduction of 
any legislation relating to curreney or 
exchange.’’ 


DEFENCE. 


‘With regard to defence, the memoran- 
dum urges that the Indian Army should 
not be sent out of India without the con- 
sent of the Legislature for any purposes 
not directly connected with the defence of 
India. A committee should be appointed 
of British and Indian Ná Bea to reduce 
military expenditure to a level as near as 
possible to that existing-before the War. 

The memorandum adds that, in present 
circumstances in India, there is need for 
a declaration of fundamental rights. Such 
a step would tend to allay the apprehen- 
sions of minorities and special interests. 

The High Courts in India should have 
direct relation with the Central Govern- 
ment, and judges should be appointed by 
the Governor-General, representing the 
Crown. 

In the opinion of the signatories there 
will be no need under the Constitution 
for the India Council, and the powers ot 
the Secretary of State should be trans- 
ferred to the Dominions Office. 

Every attempt should be made to secure 
the representation of all important polli- 
tical parties in India, so that any settle- 
ment should have the support of every 
progressive section of Indian public 
opinion. 


SIR S. HOARE HOPEFUL. 


Sir Samuel Hoare (Secretary of State 
for India), broadcasting from London last 
night, said that as a result of the three 
round table conferences a scheme was 
emerging for the future consideration of 
Parliament that would, he believed, safe- 
guard the rights and interests of each ot 
the three parties—-Great Britain, British 
India, and the India of the Princes—an‘1 
would, at the same time, give Indians 
greatly increased scope for managing their 
own affairs.

A STRANGE incident, and one which 

created no little sensation in Bally- 
bricken. and Gaol streets, occurred at 
Waterford Prison yesterday evening. Close 
on 6 o'clock a man, dressed in wh.t 
appeared to be light grey clothes, was seen 
on a roof of the prison building in Gaol 
street.

He first put his finger to his 
mouth as an admonition to keep silence, 
and he next waved his arms, plainly en- 
joining those who saw him to leave the 
street, 

All this time his plight was apparently 
becoming more and more perilous, and a 
feeling of fear began to possess those who, 
fascinated, still continued to watch his 
strange antics. 

Again he swayed as though to jump, and 
women and children hastily retired or were 
ushered into their houses. So overawed 
were some that they knelt in prayer tor 
the safety of the strangely erratic being. 
Others, less timorous, gazed anxiously 
from. their windows opposite, and were 
some few minutes afterwards horrified to 
see the man jump from his precarious 
position in an endeavour to reach a wall, 
which is some 30 to 40 feet high. He failed 
to reach the wall, some 15 feet cistant 
from the roof, and was seen to fall into 
the prison enclosure. 


BACK AGAIN. 


He again appeared, evidently having 
clambered up by means of a downpipe on 
the buildings. He held a handkerghief to 
his face, which had apparently been badly 
cut. Again he essayed the jump and again 
failed. He was not seen again by out- 
siders. 

Inquiries at the jail elicited no informa- 
tion, and Press representatives were told 
that no statement would be made. It was 
learned, however, that when the prisoners

2,000 MILES JOURNEY UP 
THE AMAZON.

A miniature “ Armada,’’ under the 
Colombian flag, is concentrating in the 
River Para, near the mouth of the 
Amazon, on the half-way stage of its 
5,000 miles journey: to Leticia, the town 
which is in dispute on the Colombo-Peru- 
vian border.

THE UNEMPLOYED IN 
THE COUNTRY. 


In an editorial article on the rural un- 
employed and the possibilities of employ- 
ment in the country, which are absent in 
the large centres of population, The Times 
to-day observes:—It is extremely, desir- 
able that the unemployed of the country 
should not be induced by misconception 
of the true state of things to crowd aim- 
lessly into the towns, where they would be 
in surroundings unfavourable to, them- 
selves, quite out of their element, and a 
hopeless addition to the multitude of the 
unskilled labourers. The wise opinion of 
the National Council of Social Service is 
that each village: should grapple with its 
own problem, and the outline of a plan has 
been suggested. It is that a com- 
mittee in each village should find 
out first whether paid work can ba 
found in gardens or in effecting repairs 
that have been postponed and, whether 
all who are out of work can have access to 
a piece of land on which to grow veget- 
ables. It is not heroic counsel, but it is 
eminently practical to inquire if foot- 
paths need repair, or wells or ditches need 
cleaning out, and so on. More ambitious 
projects could easily be mentioned, such 
as, for example, the building of village 
halls, which a number of villages have, in 
fact, undertaken already. 

There is one incentive to the rural com- 
munities to look round for work for the 
unemployed, which does not apply with 
anything like the same force in the towns. 
It is, that the agricultural worker is not 
insured against unemployment, and that 
in adversity he is driven to seek public 
assistance, The cost of his maintenance 
without work falls directly, therefore. 
on the rural community, One of our 
correspondents has observed, quite truly, 
how little money it takes to afford relief 
among the rural population. Another has 
called attention to ‘‘ odd jobs about the 
house ’’ that will provide a few days’ work 
for a man or two, and he has derived 
satisfaction from paying well for the work 
he wanted done. A “small landowner in 
Kente” has found it possible to put in hand 
several little jobs, and to help a tenant 
farmer unable to pay rent a having 
his cowsheds repaired, and accepting pay- 
ment in commodities—milk and eggs. 
These are examples. They are not achieve- 
ments on the epic scale; they are but 
modestly idyllic. In summer they will do 


| much, indeed ; they should tide the rural 


unemployed over the winter. 

In this effort the large landowner can 
take a considerable part. Employment is, 
after all, the most economical form of 
maintenance so long as real work is avail- 
able, and for the good of the estate, as 
well as for the good of the man and the 
community, work should not only be con- 
tinued, but wherever possible increased.

| for I think he has every quality requisite 
for leadership; but I do not think his 
party has started on lines sufficiently 
broad to fill the bill at the present 
moment. 

What the country needs now, at once, 
and for many a year to come, is a new 
| party on broader lines—a party that can 
be regarded by every man and woman ‘as 
| being a real National Party, membership 
of which will dissipate all old ideas of 
class and religion and generate a spirit of 
optimism and endeavour. As I figure it 
| out, a great mass of the people is hungry 
for someone and something to which to 
turn with the hope of getting a straight 
| deal of honest thought as to their own 
intimate necessities, as well as confidence 
in all dealings with external affairs. 

To my mind, Mr. Cosgrave has the con- 
| fidence of a great many, and the number 
|of Mr. MacDermot’s followers is rapidly 

increasing. I would ask these two to see 
i whether they could not come to an under- 
|standing and together form a new party 
i which will be really virile, satisfy us all 
| and eventually triumph over President de 
| Valera and his caucus. Strength lies in 
| unity, not in division. Let these two, Mr. 
|Cosgrave and Mr. MacDermot, give: the 
people a real leadership, give them some- 
thing with which everybody will be 
satisfied and to which they can wholly 
give themselves. Let old animosities and 
hatreds, whatever their genesis. be buried. 

This country should be one of the 
happiest in the world. Its inhabitants,. in 
spite of bad times and depressions, should, 
even now, be living in a pleasant 
atmosphere and comparative prosperity. 
‘Instead of that, from end to end of the 

land there is little but hate, animosity 
and suspicion arising out of things that 
are past and gone.

F ROM the purely rg aspect the year 1932 marks an epoch in the 


history of the Irish Free State. 


Earlier years have been marked with graver disturbances and with 
more serious consequences; but, for sheer political upheaval and economic 
‘topsy-turveydom, it will be difficult to find a parallel for the past twelve 


months. 


_ Towards the end of 1931 the signs of a coming general election were 
unmistakable, and early in the new year events moved rapidly. 


OUTSTANDING EVENTS. 


The following record gives in sequence 
some of the year’s outstanding events :— 

January 30-—Dissolution announced. 

February 8—Nominations for the elections. 

February 16—Polling in all constituencies. 

March 9—New Dail met and elected Mr 
de Valera President of Executive Council. 

March 9—Mr. Cosgrave’s Party crossed 
into Opposition. 

March 9—Mr. Aiken and Mr. Geoghegan 
arranged for release of prisoners from Arbour 
Hill. 

March 16—Mr. de Valera informed news- 
papermen of his policies. 

March 18—Speech by Mr. Neville Chamber- 
Jain in Birmingham warning Mr. de Valera 
that if the were abolished and land 
a“ uities withheld there would be '' revival 
of bitterness and differences.”’ 

March 23—Mr. J. H. Thomas in the House 
of Commons declared that the British 
Government regarded the Oath as an integral 
pai. of the Treaty, which hitherto had been 
loyally observed on both sides, Failure to 
pay the annuities would be a violation of an 
agreement which was binding in law an 
honour. 

April 9—Messages to Mr. de Valera from 
all the Dominions urging continuance of good 
relations with Britain. President de Valera 
in his replies stressed his determination to 
remove the ‘conscience test,” namely, the 
Oath of Allegiance. 

April 20—The Oath Bill introduced in the 
Dail. Mr. Frank MacDermot suggested a 
referendum of the people, remarking that i 
they regarded themselves as in the British 
Commonwealth the bill was a breach of inter- 
national good manners; and if they regarded 
themselves as-not in the Commonwealth there 
was nothing t& prevent them from saying so.

posed by Britain on certain Free State pro- 
duce, including live cattle. . 

July 15-—President de Valera was again at 
Downing street, London. After conference 
with British Ministers it was announced that 
“neither party was able to depart from the 
position taken up in the published de- 
spatches.”’ 

August 5—Dail adjourned till October 19th. 

September— President de Valera presidad at 
League of Nations Council at Geneva. 

(October 14—Another conference in London 
on financial dispute. President de Valera, 
Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. A. Conor 
Maguire, K.C., attended. 

October 15—Officially announced—‘“‘ It was, 
uniortunately, found impossible to come to 
agreement, and the negotiations came to an 
end.’ 

November 1—Mr. James McNeill 
guishes office of Governor-General. 

November 26—New Governor-General ap- 
pointed (Mr. Donal Buckley). 

FREEDOM FROM SERIOUS CRIME. 


In addition to these events there were minor 
incidents which continued to keep the public 
anxious from week to week and 
day to day. An im- 
fact, and one which should be 
put on record, is that, despite all the 
turmoil, political and economic, the year 
passed without any epidemic of serious crime, 
There was a marked absence of crimes which 
might be described as political. 

This must, however, be qualified by the 
fact that incidents occurred in the provinces, 
where raids were made on certain sym- 
aathisers with the Cumann na nGaedheal 
ety. and in one case one of the attackers 
was wounded. There were indications of 
open drilling and marching on the part of 
the Irish Republican Army, and the slogan, 
“No free speech for traitors,’? was widely 
shouted. This was interpreted as applyin 
especially to the Cumann na mnGaedhea 
Party, and in a few instances atiempts were 
made to prevent or to break up public meet- 
ings of that party. This policy led to the 
formation, in September, of the Army 
Comrades’ Association, sometimes called the 
White Army. The new body was described 
by its founder, Colonel T. O'Higgins, T.D., 
as in the main a benevolent association, but 
one of its objects would be to see that free 
speech was maintained. With the exception 
of the few instances referred to, there have 
been no complaints of late regarding attempts 
to prevent the public expression of their 
views by any party. 

CHANGE .OF GOVERNMENT. 

The transfer of power from Mr. Cosgrave 
to Mr. de Valera, following the general elec- 
tion of February, was effected with complete 
decorum. ‘The Fianna Fail Party, with the 
assistance of the Labour group, was able to 
elect Mr. de Valera as President, He 
nominated his Ministry, and Mr. Cosgrave 
and his followers took their places on the 
Opposition benches in the Dal. Not un- 
naturally, perhaps, there had been some ap- 
prehension as to the «attitude of the National 
Army, the Civic Guard and the Civil Service 
to the new Government. All such fears, 
however, were set at rest by 
general acceptance of the new régime. The

its programme of reforms. 

First of all, it was considered necessary to 
undo the work of the previous Government 
in connection. with the Constitution Amend- 
ment Act (No. 17), otherwise known as the 
Safety Act. Under this Act a targe number 
of persons had been committed to Arbour 
Hill Prison for various periods of detention 
because of their association with certain 
illegal organisations. hese were all released 
immediately. The new Government, by an 
Order of the Executive Council, put the Act 
out of operation, although, it is important to 
note. they did not repeal it. The Act still 
remains on the Statute Book, and may at any 
moment, oy another Order of the Executive 
Council, be put in operation. Indeed, there 
have been suggestions that in certain circam- 
stances the Government would not hesitate to 
do so. 

NEW PRESIDENT’S POLICY, 

The outstanding points of President de 
Valera’s policy were :— | 

The abolition of the oath of allegiance. 
The withholding uf the land annuities 

and other payments tu Great Britain.

| Very quickly he proceeded to carry out his 
purpose. On April 20th the Oath Bill: was 
introduced in the Dail. 

At an interview with Press representatives 
shortly after his election, President de Valera 
made it clear that the Oath should go. He 
claimed that in removing it he was acting 
within his rights, and that his action would 
| not in any way affect the Treaty. At the 
same interview he declared his intention not 
alone to withhold further payments of the 
land annuities to Great Britain, but to seek 
a refund of the £30,000,000 which had been 
paid to Great Britain by the Cosgrave 
Government during its ten years of office, 

These two matters have been ever since the 
cause of much anxiety, and have led to several 
fruitless conferences with British Ministers. 
| Warnings issued by British Ministers as to 
_ the consequences of removing the Oath, or of 
| defaulting in regard to the land annuities, 

passed unheeded, It is observed by certain 
| critics that President de Valera, in regard 
| to both these matters, sent no formal intima- 
| tion of his intentions to the British Govern- 
ment. He apparently relied upon the right 
which he holds is inherent in the Free State 
to do both without any reference whatever 
to the British authorities. 


THE OATH BILL. 

The Oath Bill had a stormy passage 
through the Dail, whence it ultimately 
emerged with @ small majority, and was sent 
to the Senate. Its treatment in the Senate, 
where the Government Party is in a minority, 
was such as had been anticipated. Im- 
portant amendments calculated to render the 
bill nugatory were passed, and in this form it 
was returned to the Dail. The Dail removed 
the amendments, and returned the bill to the 
Senate, which, however, insisted on its 
original amendments, and so brought about 
a deadlock. 

According to statutory procedure, the bill 
was then hung up for a period of eighteen 
months, after which period it will be regarded 
as being passed in the form in which it 
finally left the Dail. It thus will become law 
in November, 1933. 

There is this possibility—that, if a 
general election takes place before that time, 
and the present Government, gets a renewal 
vf the confidence of the electors, the Oath 
Bill would become immediately operative. 


THE LAND ANNUITIES. 
‘The withholding of the land annuities has 
been throughout the year a subject of much 
controversy. President de Valera’s policy 


was that, while he intended to refuse to send 


the collected annuities to the British 
Treasury, it would be incumbent 
on every annuitant to them. 
He intended to hold them for the 
use of the State; but with regard to the 
tenants’ liability to pay, there must be no 
misunderstanding. bne Minister went so 
tar as to say that those who refused pay- 
ment would find themselves in prison. 

A good deal of point was made during 
debates in the Dail of certain promises made 
by Fianna Fail candidates during the. elec-, 
tion campaign to the effect that, if their 
party was returned to power, the tenants 


would never again have to pay annuities. 
Chis was denied by Ministers, who said that 
if such statements were made they were 
entirely unauthorised. 

Following the refusal of the Free State 
Government to pay the instalment of the 
annuities due in June, the British Govern- 
ment imposed .. 20 per cent. special duty on 
Free State cattle, and certain other products 
going into Britain, for the express purpose 
of collecting the unpaid annuities ‘his 
step was followed by the Free State Govern- 
ment’s imposition of a long series of retalia- 
tory tarifis on British goods, 


CONFERENCES. 

At least four conferences took place be- 
tween British and Free State Ministers, with 
a view to an agreement with regard to the 
expected annuities; and the other matters 
which were subsequently raised by President 
de Valera in all involvin ayments’ to 
Britain of approximately £5,000, annually. 
These conferences failed. 

The correspondence published in connection 
with them showed the dimensions of Fresi- 
dent de Valera’s claims and the attitude of 
the British Government towards them. 

Regarding the annuities, Mr. de Valera 
claims that the annuities ‘are due to the Free 
State Government and not to the British, 
and he donies the validity of the Agreement 
of 1925, by which the annuities were arranged 
to be paid over by the late Government. 
Other Papeete, such as pensions of judges 
and the Royal Irish En Éin are egually 
held not to be payable by the Free State 
to Britain. 

The deadlock which was reached in the 
summer still remains, and at the moment there 


bá to be no possibility of a settlement. 
_#rom the farmers’ point of view, the posi- 
tion is evidently unsatisfactory. The British 
Government is collecting the annuities 
through the special tax on the farmers’ pro- 
duce going into Britain, and the Free State 
Government. is collecting the annuities in 
full through the Land Commission. “The 
tax on exported produce reduces the 
price to the farmer, but m order to help 
the export. trade the Free State Government 
Is paying bounties on various kinds of 
produce, These bounties will presumably 
come ultimately out oP the general taxpayers’ 
pocket, and so the whole community is 
affected by the process. 


POLICY CHALLENGED. 

Mr. Cosgrave, in the Dail, moved a vote 
of no confidence in the Government in 
November because of its handling of the 
annuities. question, and its failure to make 
a settlement with Britain. The result was 
the defeat of the motion by 70 vote to 75, 

Steps are being taken to test in the High 
| Courts the - of the Land Commission to 


collect the land annuities while they are 
being collected by Great Britain through 
| their special duties; and it is understood 
that. the case will be loard early in the 
new year, 

In this connection it may be mentioned 
that the reaction of the farmers to the 
Government’s policy has been the establish- 
ment of a new organisation, called the 


Nationa! Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ League, of 
which Mr, Frank MacDermot is president. 
This body apparently contemplates a new 
Farmers’ and Ratepayers’ Party. in the Dail, 
and its ‘intervention in the next general 
election, if not in the forthcoming by- 
elections, seems to be certain. 


ECONOMIC SITUATION. 

The evonomic situation during the year has 
been bad throughout the Free State. This 
fact is not entirely due to the policies of the 
new Government. The world depression, 
from which the Free State had 
time been exempt, now has

GRAVE DISORDERS AT 
CHELMSFORD. 
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AB Babes resembling the disturbances 
at Dartmoor broke out at Chelms- 
ford Prison on Christmas Day, and lasted 
all through the night. The noise madé 
by the prisoners couJd be heard hundreds 
i ards oP They were shouting, cat- 
calling and banging tin mugs. i 

All te yy cars go sa from 
Christmas leave, and additional: warders 
wer drafted from Pentonville, and another 
detachment is expected from Maidstone, 

It is stated that the outbreak has been 
subdued, and that all has been quiet at 
the prison sinee yesterday morning. 

The trouble began in G Punishment 
Block at the prison, where three men, each 
under 30 years of age, are undergoing 
punishinent as a result of á noisy outbreak 
at the prison a fortnight ago. One of 
these prisoners, it is understood, is a man 
of colour. 


PUNISHMENT PRISONERS. 


Shortly after the midday meal wr; 
served to the prisoners on Christmas Day 
the men in the punishment block under- 
going reduced diet regulations imposed 
upon them by the Visiting Board of 
Justices for bad conduct started shouting 
and banging their tin mugs on the floor. 

One voice could be heard above the 
others trying to sing a Christmas carol. 

Warders tried to stop the disturbance, 
but they were met with shouts of “A 


merry Christmas, Warder.”’ 

The shouting was taken up by a section 
of. the other prisoners, but the warders 
took prompt steps to confine the area 
affected to one wing of the prison only. 
This wing is close to the main road, and 
the shouting and boohing caused a number 
of people to gather outside the prison 
walls, while people living two hundred 
yards away hurried to their doors. 


WARDERS RECALLED. 


Warders living within calling distance 
of the prison who went off duty on the 
morning of Christmas Day, and in the 
ordinary way would not have returned to 
duty until night came, were immediately 
recalled to the prison, but there was no 
occasion to seek assistance from Chelms- 
ford police. 

The usual Christmas Service in the 
prison chapel on Christmas Day passed 
off without incident, and it was after this 
Service, when the men had been marched 
back to their celis, that the disturbance 
broke out. 

Warders announced that, if the shout- 


cert by the band of the local Salvation 
Army, which had been arranged to take 
place in the assembly hall of the prison 
in the afternoon, would have to be can- 
celled. 

This had some quietening effect, al- 
though inmates in the punishment blocks, 
who are denied the privileges of attending 
concerts, were still noisy. 

The bandmaster, Mr. Edward Jackson, 
told a reporter yesterday that the men 
were perfectly orderly while the band 
played, except for one small party, who 
clapped later than the rest and longer 
than was necessary. 

The men sang the verses of Christmas 
carols, while others interjected with cat- 
calls, and sang “ We're here because 


we're here.”’ 
FURTHER TROUBLE. 


On Monday the full staff of warders was 
on duty, and special measures were te! > 
to prevent any recurrence of noiss. Late 
in the afternoon, however, somebody 
started shouting out again, and this was 
taken up by other men, people outside the 
prison being able to hear the noise uuite 
clearly. 

This went on at intervals during the

the ringleaders seemed to have tired, and 


the prison was quiet.

OTTAWA CONFERENCE, 


The holding of the Economic Conference at 
Ottawa, in July, was a matter of great in- 
terest to the Free State. If the Cosgrave 
Government had remained in power it would 
undoubtedly have made important agreements 
with Britain, as well as with other Dominions. 

In January. Messrs.. P. MecGilligan and P. 
Hogan went to London to confer with British 
Ministers in preparation for the Conference. 
The object was to discuss in a preliminary 
way the hnes upon which agreements could 
be made with the greatest advantage to every 
member of the Commonwealth, in view of the 
declared British policy of imposing a mini- 
mum ten per cent on all imports. 

The late Ministry, however, went out of 
office, and for some time it was a matter of 
speculation whether the new Government 
would take part in the Conference at all. 
it ultimately decided to participate, but in 
the meantime a very definite intimation had 
been given by the British Government that 
it woull not negotiate et Ottawa with. the 
Free State while it was abolishing the Oath 
of Allegiance and breaking its undertakings 
with regard to the Treaty and the payment of 
the land annuities. 
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Mr. de Valera, notwithstanding this, de- 
cided to send a delegation to Ottawa, with 
the result already foreseen—that no agree- 
ments were made with Great Britain,. Some 
unimportant arrangements were made with 
Canada and South Africa, but otherwise the 
journey to Ottawa was fruitless. 

Since then, in the absence of agreement at 
Ottawa, Free State exports have come under 
the general British: tax against. all imports 
and the trading position of the Free State 
in regard to Britain is rather less advan- 
tageous than that of several foreign countries. 


THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 
The publication, on the 12th July. of the 
correspondence between President de Valera 
and Mr, James McNeill, Governor-General 
was the culmination of an intolerable state 
of affairs, which existed between them since 
the Fianna Fail Government came into office.

ESCAPE FROM|

OFFICER'S DASH | 
TO FREEDOM.

LISBON, Tuesday. 
FTER serving for two years with the 
French Foreign Legion in the desert, 
and having spent nearly nine weeks in a 
French military prison in Morocco, a 
British ex-officer and D.S.O., Captain 
Roland Wilson Jones, together with an 
English comrade, has just made a thrillin 
escape across the Spanish frontier, an 
will shortly return to England. 

Captain Jones, who served in the Great 
War in the Duke of: Wellington 's Regi- 
ment, has two bars to his D.5.O. 

After joining the French Legion he and 
his companion went to fight in the desert, 
but became “ fed up.” The discipline of 
the Legion brought punishment, and for 
sixty days Captain Jones was incarcerated 
in a military prison, outside a fort, to the 
south of Marrakesh. His companion 
underwent thirty days’ imprisonment. 

Awaiting their chance, the two made a 
daring escape at night-time as stowaways 
on an ammunition car, spending the next 
day in hiding. The next night they made 
their way to Oueezem, where they obtained 
civilian clothes from a British subject, 
and succeeded in reaching Casablanca on 
the light railway. Here fresh dangers 
threatened them, for a steamer captain, 
after inviting them on board, tried to get 
them arrested by the police. 


ACROSS THE FRONTIER. 

They succeeded in. getting away, and 
finally escaped over the frontier into 
Spanish Arbaouh. Théy were only just 
in time, for as they neared the frontier 
they were pursued by a party of fifty 
F Ya soldiers, who fired at them as they 
fled. 

After crossing the frontier they made 
their way to Tetuan, where the Spanish 
authorities invited them to enlist in the 
Spanish Foreign Legion; but this invita- 
tion the two emphatically declined, de- ;

The discovery on Boxing Day, in the 
waters of a reservoir near Dresden, of the 
corpse of a murdered Nazi storin-detachment 
man named Hentzsch has given publicity 
to rumours long in currency that this man 
was the victim of a ‘*‘ F'eme’’ murder—in 
other words, that he.was “ executed "’ on 
suspicion of treachery by Nazi comrades, 
just as members of the clandestine 
‘* Black Reichswehr ” organisation o: the 
earlier post-war years were ‘‘ executed ’’— 
some of them by men now Occupying lead- 
ing posts in the Nazi organisation— 
because they were suspected of betraying 
these illegal formations to the Communists 
or to the Foreign Control authorities. 
Hentzsch left home late on the night of 
November 4th, in response to a telephone 
call from a Nazi comrade, summoning him 
to a party resort, and was never seen 
again.

WHY CONTRACTS ARE 
MADE, 


The Municipality of Aschaffenburg, 
which uses 5,000 tons of British coal, at a 
cost of 120,000 marks per year, is being 
sharply criticised by the Nationalist Press 
in Franconia for not placing its orders in 
Germany, says The Times Munich 
Correspondent. 

The question was brought up in the 
Aschaffenburg Town Council, when a 
Nationalist Councillor disputed the local 
authorities’ contention that British coal 
was ‘‘ considerably better and cheaper,’’ 
on the strength of information obtained 
from the I?heinische Kohlensyndikat, and 
urged the Council not to renew the —ritish 
contracts in 1933.

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IDWAY through the season an excel- 
M lent opportunity is afforded by the 
holiday imterval to assess our 
strength, review what has been accomplished, 
and consider our international campaign, 
which begins at the end of next month. A 
gradual process of withdrawal and renewal! 
has caused the Irish team to change com- 
pletely in personnel in the last six or seven 
years, and it is safe to say that no one who 
played on the Irish tear: in 1925 is now in 
the running for further representative 
honours. ) 

This is a good thing; for badminton is 
essentially a game for youth, so far as the 
first-class variety is concerned. Those who 
regard it as more or Jess of a soft game 
should reflect on the fact that the first-class 
life of a player is, in the ordimary way, no 
longer than that of a Rugby footballer, a 
pastime that all will admit makes the highest 
possible demands upon stamina and physical 
fitness. 

SOME GREAT PLAYERS. 

In badminton, as in other games, there 
are, of course, exceptions. One such was 
Sir George Thomas, the great English 
player, who, when in the early ‘forties, was 
still better than anyone else, though we may 
be sure that he was not at that time up to 
his own best standard 

Something always happens to cut short the 
career of a great player when it has run a 
comparatively short course. The Irishman, 
G. 8. B. Mack, for instance, seemed, in 
1924, when he won the All-England Open 
Singles Championship, set for a long run of 
dominance. . In his case the demands of his 
academic duties prevented him from devot- 
ing sufficient time to the game to repeat this 
success, though h ewas able, with another 
Irishman, J. F. Devlin, to set up a record 
of supremacy in men’s doubles. 

Devlin had an unequalled run of success 

the All-England singles, but after five 
successive victories an old shoulder injury 
came against him. In the competition of 
1930 he was. beaten, and though he re- 
gained the title n 1931, he was not then the 
Devlin of old. 

The present Irish captain, Willoughby 
Hamilton, is exceptional in having come to 
the top at a remarkably early age—he was a | 
very young boy when first got his 
place on the National team in 
1926. He was no more than, 
if so much as, twenty when he first won 
the Irish Open Singles in 1929; even now he 
is at the age when most players begin their 
first-class careers, ancl on account of his

It would, therefore, appear that Ireland will 
from this on have to depend on the younger 
generation, and, while from that source teams 
capable of maintaining long-established 
superiority over Scotland and Wales can be 
drawn, it is to be feared that we shall have 
to wait beyond this season .beíore we can 
hope for a first victory at the expense of 
England.

This he had done when in a field 
which included all the crack Eng! sh players 
he won the Irish men’s singles title in 1920, 
and he had given further proof in 1931 when 
he beat J. F. Devlin in the final of vhe same 
event. He has already this season shown 
that he is potentially a world champion by 
beating all the best players at the Welsh 
championships, where he again met the 
English stars 

Arthur Hamilton is a really fine player 
either in singles or doubles, and in the recent 
Irish Close championships he actually beat his 
more famous brother in the men’s singles. 
That result may be regarded as a chance one; 
no doubt, he played magnificently to gain it, 
but W. Hamilton, short of practice and accus- 
tomed to beat him with the regu- 
lavitv, was taken unawares.

FALSE FIRE ALARMS 
BY TELEPHONE.

G ne Br anxiety is being felt in British 


Fire Brigade circles at the increasing 
number oí false alarms. 
Several ingenious devices are under con- 
sideration which it is hoped will lead to the 
capture and severe punishment of future 
offenders. 
This year something like 800 malicious 
false alarms have been received by the London 
Fire Brigade alone, 
A new problem has arisen with the coming 
of the automatic telephone. 
This has made the false alarm danger far 
more serious, for it has been possible for a 
false call to be given from one of these 
*phones without any possibility of the perpe- 
trator being subsequently traced. 


NEWER METHODS, 


Big improvements are taking place in fire 
alarm methods. A new experimental system 
has now been installed on the headquarters’ 
system. Tí this is adopted all over London 
it will eliminate the 1,100 false alarms which 
also occur each year through defective electri- 
cal circuits. That will be an important ad- 
vance. 

Perhaps the worst hoax of 1932 occurred in 
the course of three hours. one night, when 
seven false calls were given, and twenty engines, 
with 120 men, were called to non-existent 
fires. On another day in October last ten 
malicious calls were received. 

One device which has been ingeniously de- 
veloped is constructed to hold a caller in a 
telephone kiosk until the brigade or police 
arrive.

GIRL’S OUARREL WITH 
HER LOVER.

The suicide of a girl by Jumping from a 
‘bus after quarrelling with her lover was 
described at a Chester City inquest yester- 
day on Stella Mary Gains, aged 22, of Frod- 
sham road, Kelsall, near Chester, who died 
on Christmas morning in Chester Infirmary. 
Her mother, Mary Gains, of Watling 
street, Kelsall, said that there was insufficient 
win her fishmonger's business to keep 
stella at home. She was told she must go 
into service, but Stella objected. The girl 
left home on Christmas Eve. 

Thomas Lightfoot, a ‘bus conductor, of 
Chapel square, Kelsall, the girl’s sweetheart, 
said that Stella accompanied him on 
Christmas Eve on the ’bus of which he was 
conductor. He took over the driving of the 
"bus and Stella sat beside him. e called 
at Mrs. Gains’s shop while Stella waited out- 
side. When he came back to the "bus she 
upbraided him and said: ‘*Tom, the only 
thing I am living for is you. The family 
have all snubbed me and turned their backs 
is me. Tom, you cannot, love me if you go 
there.” 


‘DONE SO SUDDENLY.” 
He replied in a joking manner: “' By that, 
Stella, I cannot love you.” She then said: 
“This is the end of everything,” jumped 
sideways and fell out of the ‘bus. 

‘*It was done so suddenly that I cannot 
exactly say what she did,” he added. The 
‘bus must have passed over the girl. His 
speed at the time was 30 miles an hour. 

Mr. A. B. Dye, the Coroner, recording a 
verdict of suicide while of unsound mind, 
said that it was clear that the girl jumped

self or killing herself. |

POSITION OF COUNTIES’ 
ASSOCIATION, . 


J. J. -Wyse, Secretary, Counties 
Association of Ireland,

Licensed Grocers’ 
writes ;— 

‘*In reference to my letter of warning to 
country licensed traders attending the re- 
cent general meeting of the licensed trade 
held in Dublin, it now ‘transpires that the 
‘formal’ adoption of the proposed new 
rules has been adjourned until a further 
meeting. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
original sole purpose of the meeting was the 
adoption of these rules, it dispersed without 
accomplishing its object, and it remains for 
the new Dublin Committee, just elected— 
the personnel of which I note ise undergone 
some alteration—to wipe up the mess. 

“The report for 1932, with appendix, was 
adopted, unanimously I expect, because the 
meeting as constituted would approve its con- 
tents. No apology seems to have been forth- 
coming for the omission of the forty country 
representatives on the Executive from the list 
published in the report. Epitomised, it de- 
clares 1952 a barren year for ‘ trade’ activi- 
ties; in other words, it is a confession of 
failure to recognise the responsibility of the 
Association to its country members at a time 
when they are being crucified by the prevail- 
ing economic conditions. 

“The appendix, covering a period of nine 
years, is merely a smoke-screen to hide the 
great betrayal of 1923, when 21 trading 
hours per week were voluntarily surrencered. 
The efforts running right through the report 
to belittle the Counties Association and its 
work oe the years 1924 and 1925 are only 
further evidence of this. At least twice in the 
book it is referred to as an association mainly 
interested in the bona-fide trade, Referring 
to the Liquor Commission, 1925, the report 
states that the Counties Association was re- 
presented thereat by Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
and that the one witness on its behalf was ex- 
amined by Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. 
Thomas O’Donnell, B.L., who appeared for 
the Licensed Grocers and Vintners’ Associa- 
tion. The true facts are that the Counties 
Licensed Grocers’ Association was represented 
at the Commission by Mr. W. G. Shannon, 
K.C. (now Judge Shannon), and Captain 
Redmond, B.L., and the witnesses examined 
by counsel on its behalf were: Mr. T. F. 
Healy, Clondalkin; Mr. John Kelly, Tippe- 
rary; Mr. M. B. English, Glen of iNet sa 
Mr. J. Morrissey, Nenagh; Mr. Thomas Den- 
nehy, Tralee; Mr. Eugene O'Sullivan, ex- 
M.P., Killarney. The evidence given by the 
latter in reference to the lack of facili- 
ties for opening on Sundays for excursionists 
to Killarney drew from the Chairman of the 
Commission an expression that it was un- 
believable that such a state of affairs should 
exist, and led directly to the inclusion of 
Section 16 in the 1927 Act, by which 
exemption orders may be granted on Sundays 
in any licensing area outside the county 
boroughs, and which has proved such a boon 
for he past few years, both to the public 
and the publican in seaside resorts, inland 
beauty spots and Gaelic centres, like Thurles, 
on the occasions of big excursions, hurling 
and football matches, etc. 


MEETING SUMMONED. 


“The victory of the two licensed trade 
candidates in the 1925 Seanad election was 
clearly due to the organising work of the 
Counties Association dana the years 1924 
and 1925. Branches which had been formed 
became centres of activity during the election 
period and provided the machjnery for gettin 
electors to record their votes. The figures of 
the election prove that in counties where 
organising work had been intensive voters 
came forward in greater numbers to support 
the ‘trade’ osnaliietea, With an election in 
the offing local pressure on deputies had its 
full effect on the 1927 Licensing Bill. The 
apparent miracle of a compulsorily dry St. 
Patrick’s Day need not appear such a miracle 
after all to those who read the signs aright. 

‘The fiasco of the recent general meeting 
of the licensed trade only emphasises the 
fact that the Licensed Trade Association, in 
its present form, has lost touch with the 
country. .In discouraging local branches it 
has sapped its own vitality and destroyed its 
nerve centres. Like the Bourbons, it neither 
forgets nor learns, and in the circumstances 
it 18 not surprising that a strong appeal has 
been made to the Counties Licensed Traders’ 
Executive to meet immediately and have the 
whole position reviewed,”’ 


EUROPEAN WINES. 
a nee 
A DISAPPOINTING VINTAGE. 


Reports which have reached London from 
the wine-producing countries of Europe show 
that, with the exception of the yield of sherry 
in Spain, the 1932 vintage has been rather 
unsatisfactory. 

The only section of the wine trade in 
which a good vintage was definitely needed 
was the sherry section, There has been an 
increasing demand for sherry, and reports that 
the quality produced this year will be good 
in most districts and that the quantity ex- 
ceeds by 20 per cent. that of last year are 
welcomed. 

In the case of other wines, and particularly 
champagne, large stocks are. still awaiting 
consumption. The weather in Northern 
France was not favourable to the ripening of 
the grapes, the quality of the wine made will 
be ordinary, and 1952 will not be a vintage 
year for champagne. In Burgundy the wine, 
it is stated, will be rather better than that 
of the bad years of 1930 and 1931, but crops 
have been small. 

Bordeaux wines are said to be of inferior 
quality, with very few exceptions. Port 
yields are small and not of good quality, ex- 
cept in a few cases. Rhine wines, on the 
other hand, are better than they have been 
since 1929; good weather after the vintage 
began helped to improve the outlook, and in 
the Rheingau almost a full crop was gathered. | 
It should be possible to obtain some good 
wines from the Palatinate and the Moselle 
Valley. 

Although the gold standard has been sus- 
perded in Britain, there has not so far been 
any noticeable increase in the retail price of 
wines from France and Germany. This can 
to some extent be attributed to a reduction 
in demand, and ;to the fact that most of the 
wines in stock were paid for before the change 
in the relation of the pound to the franc and 
the mark. There is a real desire, too, on the 
part of the public to give a trial to Empire 
wines, and the increase in the consumption of 
dessert wines from the Dominions is very 
substantial. The demand for South African 
beverage wines, it is considered, would be 
further stimulated if they could be sold at a 
price more competitive with light French 


wines.

BURGLARS SURPRISED,

STEAM TRAM. 


SERVICE TO END 
WITH THE YEAR. 


ITS INCEPTION AND 
VICISSITUDES. 


—-~—-@ —— 


\N the last day of this year the Dubhn 
() and Blessington Steam ‘l'ramway 
Company will cease to exist. It was 
one of the Balfour Baroi ial lines, and came 
into being under an Order in Council, to which 
one of the signatories ‘vas the then Mr. 
Arthur Jamas Balfour, Chief Secretary to the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. ‘Two previous 
attempts to establish a steam tramway be- 
tween Dublin and Blessington had be-n 
abortive, and orders of abandonment were 
issued owing to failure to rais’ .he necessary 
capital. These two efforts had be . entered 
upon without the aid of baronial guarantees. 
The present company was more fortunate. 
In 1887, before the days of county councils 
and in the last years of the Grand Juries as 
the local Government authorities, the Grand 
Juries of Wicklow and Dublin were induced 
to come to the aid of the promoters of the 
sttam tramway scheme, and under the 
Tramways and Public Companies (lreland) 
Act, 1883, agreed to provide an assured divi- 
dend in perpetuity on a ortain proportion 
of the subscribed capital by a rate levied off 
the baronies served by the tramway. 


POWERS GRANTED. 


Under the Order in Council power was given 
to construct a tramway line raised above the 
level of the roadways of a 5 feet 5 inches 
gauge, with compulsory powers as to ine 
acquisition of lands, and a limit of three years 
was set down as the period within which all 
should be mada ready to operate the line as a 
passenger and ms carrying service. 

On a capital sum of £+J,000 the Grand 
Juries gave a baronial guarantee to pay diw- 
dends at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum 
as long as the Tramway was maintained and 
aoir traffic. Of that guaranteed 5 per 
cent, the Grand Juries were recouped by the 
Treasury to the extent of 2 per cent. 

In ~ Be auspicious circumstances the 
Dublin and Blessington Steam Tramway Com- 
pany issued a prospectus asking the public 
to subscribe for 4,000 £10 shares with a 
baronial guaranteed perpetual dividend of 5 
per cent. per annum. A satisfactory response 
was received, 


FIRST DIRECTORS. 


The directors of the company at that date 
were :—The Right Hon. the Earl of Milltown, 
Chairman; Mr. Willam Owen, J.P., Vice 
Chairman; Mr. Fletcher Moore, J.P., and 
Mr. J. A. Walker, who had been a director 
of the Dublin and Lucan Steam Tramways 
Company, one of the most successful under- 
takings of the kind. The directors antici- 
pated a very large passenger and goods 
traffic in the conveyance of every description 
of merchandise and farm produce. ‘Tourist 
traffic was also expected to produce revenue, 
as Blessington is '' situate in the heart of a 
beautiful country, with rare mountain, wood- 
land and river scenery, and close to the 
picturesque waterfall of Poulaphuca and the 
celebrated racecourse of Punchestown.” 

It was pointed out in the prospectus that 
two mail coaches ran daily on the route, and 
that income from postal contracts might be 
reckoned on. The directors also pointed out 
that their route was 16 miles long, and that 
the Dublin United Tramways Company, 
which had a line 32 miles in extent, carried 
over fourteen million passengers annually. 


COMPETITION, 


The company was well launched and had 
its good years, but circumstances alter cases, 
and the increase of costs and of competition 
brought bad times until in 1930 the loss on 
railway working amounted to £5,501, and in 
1931 to £6,018. 

By the rise of petrol, instead of steam, 
the company had effected great economics in 
working, but the oncoming of the omnibus 
competition made their case hopeless, and 
the concern will ‘soon cease to be. 

Under the Dublin and Blessington Steam 
Tramways (Abandonment) Act, 1932, Mr. 
George Gibson, secretary, has _ already 
announced, by order of the Committee of 
Management, that all work will stop on the 


last day of 1932.

Peter and Charles Geraghty, of 74 Lower 
Mount street, Dublin, were charged with 
assaulting James Purcell, of 24 Fitzwillam 
street, Ringsend. 

Giving evidence, Purcell said that his wife 
was Josephine Geraghty, a sister of the de- 
fendants. She was at their house the pre- 
vious day along with her three children. 
He was “ disqualified from entering 74 Lower 
Mount street because he saw too much with 
his eyes, and, when one of his children 
came out, he sent her back with a message 
to his wife that he wanted sevenpence to go 
to the pictures. The child came back to 
him with 54d., and he sent the child back 
for the balance of 14d.

REVIEW. 
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THE INCREASE OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


OUTLOOK FOR LINEN AND 
SHIPBUILDING.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


HE year that is drawing to a close has 
i: not, been a íortunate one íor Northern 
Ireland trade and industry. At the same 
time, during the year a number oí events 
have taken place which, it is hoped, will 
lead to better prospects during the coming 
See Among these are the change in the 
ritish fiscal system and the Ottawa UCon- 
ference. 

So far as shipbuilding is concerned, it has 
been the worst year in the history of the 
industry in Belfast, and at the moment there 
is not a single new ship under construction 
on the twenty-four building berths in the two 
shipyards, which are only maintaining 
skeleton staffs and the men required for 
carrying out several repair jobs. Only one 
vessel was launched this year, the passenger 
and fruit carrier Erin, a vessel of the 
moderate tonnage of 5,740, which was built 
by Messrs. Workman Clark (1928), Ltd. The 
previous year 79,434 tons of new shippin 
were launched, and the year before 168,20 
tons, 

Messrs Harland and Wolff completed at 
Belfast during the year the White Star liner 
Georgic and the Nelson liner Highland 
Patriot, and reconditioned the LElder- 
Dempster liner Wanganella on her purchase 
by an Australian firm. i 

This serious decline in shipbuilding opera- 
tions has been 'reflected in the figures of un- 
employment. The total unemployed in 
Northern Ireland this month was 71,986, 
whereas a year ago it was 64,135. Unemploy- 
ment has gone back almost to the high 1930 
figure (72,437), to which it jumped from 
37,626 in that year. Almost 5,000 less men 
are employed than a year ago, largely owing 
to the shipbuilding depression. 


HOPEFUL SIGNS. 


The shipyard position, however, is not 
without hope, and there are indications that 
several orders for new ships will be com- 
menced early this year. 

If, however, shipbuilding declined during 
the year the linen industry not only main- 
tained its position, but improved it, chiefly 
owing to the tariffs upon foreign linen 
imports, while encouraging hopes have been 
raised, by the Ottawa Agreement, for in- 
creased trade in the various Dominions. 

The returns of ‘the imports of linen goods 
into Great Britain show that these were 
£34,000 less in November than for November, 
1931, which is a reduction of more than one- 
third and for the eleven months the amount 
is only £424,000 compared with £675,000 for 
the corresponding period in 1931. This has 
been brought about by the import duties 
which have diverted to the Northern Ireland 
and Scotch linen industry business to the 
extent of over a quarter of a million sterling 
annually, while the decrease in the imports of 
flax yarn hes caused business to the extent 
of about £30,000 per month to be placed 
with the Northern Ireland Spinning Mills. 

Considerable advantage is expected to 
accrue to the Northern Ireland linen industry 
from the Ottawa Agreement. A _ representa- 
tive of the linen industry, Mr. Lewis C. Gray, 
formed part of the Ulster section of tie 
British delegation at Ottawa, and largely 
through his advice and the efforts of Mfr. 
H. M. Pollock, Northern Minister of Finance, 
the linen industry has secured a more 
favourable position in the Dominion 
markets in common with other manu- 
factured goods. These include, in addi- 
tion to linen, ropes, cordage and 
twine, shirts and collars, readymade clothing, 
machinery, whiskey, mineral waters and soap. 
With regard to Canada, free entry has been 
secured for linen goods. The original duty 
of 25 per cent., plus 3 cents per lb., etc., 
equalling approximately 45 per cent. on fine 
linen and linen handkerchiefs, has been en- 
tirely abolished, while the duty of 15 per 
cent. on linen thread has also been removed. 
The Canadian Government has slightly re- 
duced the duty on cotton shirts and collars, 
which is of interest to the extensive shirt 
and collar making industry in Londonderry. 


PREFERENCES. 


Northern Ireland is participating generally 
in the adjustment of preferences in Australia 
in favour of goods from the United King- 
dom, while the measure of its advantage in 
linen goods against the foreigner has been 
increased by an advance in the tax on 
foreign competitive goods. In addition, an 
important concession has been made to the 
North of Ireland linen industry by a tariff 
concession in respect of a ‘continuous 
weave.” This will allow of the entry of 
single articles, so long as they are not 
hemmed, hemstitched, or boxed, under a duty 
of 5 per cent. in place of 30 per cent., which 
was formerly charged, This concession is 
regarded by the linen trade as one of con- 
siderable importance. Huckaback towelling 
is also to be admitted to Australia, subject 
to a duty of 5 per cent., instead of 50 per 
cent, 

New Zealand has withdrawn a tax of 4! 
per cent. on linen goods, on ropes and 
cordage twines and on mineral waters; while 
the duties on shirts, collars and ready-made 
clothing will be reduced one-third—from 
nearly 40 per. cent. to 27$ per cent. India 
has agreed to grant a preference of 10 per 
cent, against the foreigner. Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Newfoundland have 
agreed to consider sympathetically, when 
their finances permit, the abolition of various 
duties against British goods and the establish- 
ment of further preferences. Furthermore, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand have 
agreed to consider at the earliest opportunity 
a revision of tariffs to ensure that they will 
be based on the principle that the United 
Kingdom producers will have full o por- 
tunity of reasonable competition on the basis 
of relative cost of economic and efficient 
promneyer. and Northern Ireland linen manu- 
acturers, in common with other English pro- 
ducers, will be entitled to make representa- 
tions. 3 


INCREASED EXPORT. 


It is early yet to expect very definite results 
from the Ottawa Tariff Agreement. The 
linen shipments to Canada last month, how- 
ever, were remarkable, Instead of the usual 
5.4 per cent. decrease compared with the 
October figures there was a big jump of 142 
per cent, increase. The export of piece goods 
alone increase amounted to £17,005, com- 
pared with £9,072 for the same month last 
be It is possible that much of the autumn 
uying in Canada awaited the decision of the 
Ottawa Conference, and circumstances at pre- 
sent scarcely encourage the maintenance of 
last month’s high figure, which was the 
highest since January, 1928. Another in- 
teresting feature of the last Board of. Trade 
returns is Australia’s continued good order- 
ing, which was 22.7 per cent. over the Octo- 
ber figures and 15.5 per cent. over the vorre- 
sponding month last year. Australia took 
about 44 per cent. of the combined British 
Dominions’ linen shipments. Among other 
good customers were the British West Indios 
which took 21 per cent. more than the 
average. South Africa and New Zealand 
have not shown any improvement in linen 
imports since the aran Agreement, but 
India has a slight improvement, of 5.6 per 
cent. in the amount imported, although this 
is still 45 per cent. below the normal. 

The United States still continues to be the 
createst market for Irish linen goods, and 
last month 53.7 per cent. of the total cloth 
exported went there. The total, 3,173,400 
Square yards, shows a very considerable in. 
crease of 45.4 per cent. over the arnount 
sent the previous month, although the usual 
increase over the Octo figure is in the 
vicinity of 20 per cent

IN AFRICA. 


WIDENING ITS 
SCOPE.

EIGHT DAYS TO THE 
BELGIAN CONGO. 


Africa by air, Connections with the vast 
Congo territory have, for example, now 
been made available at two points, Juba and 
Broken Hill, on the Imperial Airways London- 
Cape Town route. 
his means that in eight days after leaving 
Lordon one can now be in the Belgian Congo, 
and the same applies to travellers from 
Belgium, who, proceeding from Brussels, join 
the Imperial Airways service ana fly turough 
to Juba. From this point motor trans, crt 
takes them to Stanleyville, where connections 
are efiected with the Sabena air services in 
the Congo.

can pny SN at Broken Hill to a “ feeder 


service to Elisabciiiville. Here there is 
train link to Port Francqui, at which point 
connections are established with the Congo 
airways, which run from Luluabourg to 
Leopoldville. It may be mentioned that 
lans are well advanced. for effecting the 
Plisabethville-Luluabourg stage by air rather 


than by rail. 
HUNTING AND EXPLORING. 


The special chartering of aircraft, for ex- 
ploring and hunting, is considerably on the 
increase in Africa. The other day—to give 
just one example—an Imperial Airways 
machine left Cairo with big-game hunters 
bound for the Arusha territory. They are 
employing their aircraft as a regular means 
of transport for expeditions, in which they 
cover hundreds of miles in a few hours. . 

Another development which the use of air- 
craft is rendering possible is the proposed 
establishment of new camps, for hunting and 
wild-life study, in territories served Ly air- 
stations, such as Juba and Kampala. Com- 
munications between these camps and the air- 
stations will be maintained regularly by acro- 
plane. 

Ground facilities play a vital part in the 
development of African aviation. Reports 
now indicate that new alighting pcints sre 
available for use between Salisbury and the 
Zambesi, and that working parties are busy 
on landing grounds and aerodrome improve- 
ments south of Bulawayo. It is under the 
Beit Trust scheme, in which £50,000 is being 
expended on improving air communications 
in Africa, that this development work 13 
being conducted. In addition to providing 
new landing grounds, and enlarging and im- 
proving existing aerodromes, work is in pro- 
gress in extending wireless and _ telephone 
facilities between land stations and aircraft 
in flight, and also between aerodromes and 
neighbouring towns and cities. | 

In Rhodesia, the provision of new landing 
grounds will, it is hoped, enable a scheme to 
be adopted whereby mails to ipa and 
villages not served by railway will de- 
livered by air, light planes flying to and 
from the main routes, and providing accom- 
modation also for one or more passengers. 

Intermediate traffic continues to grow on 
the Cairo-Cape Town route. Recent reports, 
for example, show a marked increase in pas- 
sengers on the sections between Johannes- 
burg and Cape Town. 

The new goldfields at Kakamega are 
stimulating air traffic to and from Kenya. 
There have been a number of bookings lately 
from Europe by passengers flying out to these 
goldtields. 


TIME SAVING. 

Government officials, when on journeys 
throughout Africa, now make a frequent use 
of air travel. Just lately, for instance, Sir 
Cecil Rodwell, Goverror of Southern 
Rhodesia, accompanied by his secretary, used 
the Imperial Airways service in a flight from 
Salisbury to Bulawayo. Other officials, 
when on visits of inspection, find that flying 
saves them not merely days, but weeks, com- 
pared with surface transport. Doctors, also, 
are making an increasing use of air trans- 
port when travelling to attend urgent cases. 

The amenities for travellers at airway 
stations throughout Africa are being im- 
proved constantly, and an even greater com- 
fort while flying accompanied by higher 
speeds, will be afiorded by the new 
“ Atalanta ’’—type air-liners. 

Statistics now available show that there 
has been an increase of over 50 per cent. 
lately in traffic by the African air-mail. 
dominating factor in this growth is the re- 
gularity of the service. In this connection 
the story Is told of a golfer near Salisbury, 
in Rhodesia, who plays a game at the same 
time each day. He says the air-mail flies 
so exactly to schedule that it appears over- 
head, with unvarying regularity, just when 
he has reached a certain portion of the 
course. Actually, the latest figures for 
flights completed to schedule are 99 per cent. 
on northern sections of the Cairo-Cape Town 
route, and 100 per cent. in the south. 


AGRICULTURAL MASS- 
PRODUCTION. 


PROBLEMS OF “ THE MAN IN 
THE FIELD.” 


The annual report of the Berkshire Branch 
of the British National Farmers’ Union refers 
to the problems presented to the agricultural 
producer by the question of mass-production 
In agriculture, 

As viewed by “the man in the field,” the 
problem, it ig added, becomes one which is 
dependent for solution on mutual trust and 
confidence. He wonders if the nation will 
desert him once more when he transforms his 
old-time individualism into mass production 
and mass marketing. Will this new system, 
by which the old story of restoration is at 
last to end happily, be reduced to impotence 
by imports, international entanglements and 
so forth immediately it becomes established ? 
ls the present urban interest in farming real 
and earnest or is it only a passing phase? 
Whatever hopes or fears arise it is certain 
that the modern solution of the farmers’ 
difficulties has arrived none too soon. and it 
can hold nothing worse in store for ‘agricul- 
turists than the experiences of 1932. 

Great expectations are entertained of the 
Mik Reorganisation Commission. Much of 
the usefulness of the Commission’s recom- 
mendations, it is stated, must depend on the 
Steps taken to deal with dairy import 
Marketing schemes which do not embody the 
Ottawa principle of guaranteeing a reasonable 
market for the home producer have little 
prospect of securing the majority requisite for 
their adoption. A scheme which deals with a 
part only of the supplies actually marketed 
would be foredoomed to failure.
